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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments are not persuasive.Applicants' 
argue that the non-display periods of Sato are not analogous to the non-display periods of Baba. Specifically Applicants' argue that the 
non-display periods of Sato refer not to LCD driving signals but rather to times of backlight emission. 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees. It seems clear from figures 11A-D and the discussion of them in column 17, that the LCD panel does 
not display any light. Sato specifically drives a second a 2nd non-video signal onto the pixel electrodes. That signal causes the LCD to 
display no light, note the transmittance waveforms in figure 11 C. It is this application of a 2nd non-video signal after the display period that 
is seen as being incorporated into the display waveform of Baba. In short, Sato certainly seems to apply a voltage to the pixel electrodes 
that works to display no-light as evidenced by the transmittance curves. This voltage is applied by the display drivers and hence would 
seem to satisfy the requirement that the display panel be driven to display no light. 

As shown above, the rejections are seen as proper and are thus maintained.. 
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
